Fifteen priests aad perhaps twen- 
ty laborers live at the Hospice of 
St. Bernard, which stands some 
8,120 feet above the level of the sea, 
on & mountain pass that forms one 
of the principal highways between 
Switzerland and Italy. The priests 
are all picked men _ possessed of 
great physical strength. They re- 
main at the hospice fifteen years 
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Twelve years’ work generally ruins 
the constitution. Over 20,000 per- 
sons cross this road every year and 
as nearly two-thirds of this number 
accomplish the journey in winter, 
the monks and dogs of the hospice, 
whose mission it is to aid these 
travellers, may be said to be re- 
sponsible for many lives every year. 
Tue hospice is one of the oldest in- 
stitutions in Europe. It was found. | 
ed as far back as 962 by Bernard 
De Menthon for the benefit. of pil- 
;grims journeying to Rome. For

tacks by bands of mountain robbers.

Terrible Torture That Was Once the 
Law In England, 


ln Bngland during the reign of 


Henry VII1. the public mind became | 


greatly excited through several cases 
of poisoning, and parliament enacted 
a law making boiling to death the pen- 
alty. This law was on the statute 
books about sixteen years. It was 
made retroactive, so as to take In a 
case that chiefly prompted its enact- 
ment—that of Richard Rosse, otber- 
wise Coke, the bishop of Rochester's 


' cook, who poisoned seventeen persons, 


two of whom died. Coke was boiled 
at. Rochester. ‘he infliction was at- 
tended with peculiar cruelty, as Coke 
was put into a caldron of cold water 
and gradually cooked to death. 

A few years later, in March, 1542, a 
young woman named Margaret Davy 
was punisbed In a similar Way on con- 
viction of poisoning. ‘The public was 


| Dot satisfied as to her guilt, and, not- 


withstanding the comparatively slow | 
travel of news in those days, the story , 


of Margaret Duavy’s trial and punish- 
ment soon sprend through the 
dom and aroused universal horror 
Boiling tou death remained on the stat- 
ute books. however, as long as Henry 
reigned, perhaps because the monarch 
himself had u dreud of being poisoned.
